EXPECTED N BRAZIL 


Parliament Will Vote on 
the Question Today—Step 
| Cannot Be Avoided, Says 
President in Message. 


Rio Janeiro, October 25.—Parliament 


will vote tomorrow on the question of | stitutiong 


authorizing the government to declare 
that a state of war exists between Ger- 
many and Brazil, and also on all ne®es- 
sary legislation for the carrying on of 
War. 

; The president of the republic, Dr. 
Wenceslao Braz, has sent a message 
to the congress declaring that it is 
impossible to avoid nothing already the 
state of war which Germany has im- 
posed on Brazil He proposes the seiz- 
ure of a German warship now in the 
port of Bahia. - 

The majority leader of the chamber 
discussed the relations* between Brazil 
and Germany and counseled the cham- 
ber to approve the presidential mes- 
sage. 

The parliamentary

The torpedoing of the Brazilian ship 
Macau is causing considerable com- 
ment.

“Brazil does not look for war and 
does not want war, but Germany is 
driving us into the whirl. We shall 
go with the serenity of‘those for whom 
honor is above all.” 

According to the declarations of va- 
rious members before the chamber of 
deputies, a declaration of war will be 
the only satisfactory solution and the 
diplomatic committee should not again 
come before the chamber without a 
declaration of war. Some of the mem- 
berg said there was not a single Bra- 
zilian who did ‘not espouse the caus 
of the government.

The 
Brazilian government had _ previously 
revoked its policy of aloofness so far

As Spokesman of Party. 

“As one of the spokesmen of a 
great party I would be nothing less 
than obeying the mandates of that 
party if I gave my hearty support 
to the question of woman suffrage 
which you represent, but I do not 
want to speak merely as one of the 
Spokesmen of a party. I want to 

‘speak for myself, and say that it 
seems to me that this is the time 
for the states of this union to take 
this action. I perhaps may be 
touched a little too much by the 
traditiong of our politics—tradi- 
tions which lay such questions al- 
most entirely upon the states, but 
I want to see communities declare 


themselves quickened at this time 
and show the consequence of the 
quickening. 

“I think the whole country has 
appreciated the way in which the 
women have risen to this great oc- 
casion, They not only have done 
what they have been asked to do, 
and done it with ardor and effi- 
ciency, but they have shown a pow- 
er to organize for doing things of 
their own initiative, which is quite 
a different thing and a very much 
more difficult thing, and 1 think the 
whole country has admired the 
Spirit and the capacity and the 
Vision of the women of the Urgted 
States. 

Willing to Take Stump. 


“It is almost absurd to gay that 
the country depends upon the wom- 
en for a large part of the inspira- 
tion tof its life. That is too ob- 
vious to say; but it is now depend- 
ing upon the women also for sug- 
gestions of service, which have 
been rendered th abundance and 
with the distinction of originality. 
I, therefore, am very glad to add 
my voice to those which are urg- 
ing the people of the great state 
of New York to set a great exam- 
ple by voting for woman suffrage. 
It would be a pleasure if I might 
utter that advice in their presence. 
Inasmuch as Il am bound too close 
to my duties here to make that pos- 
sible, I am glad to have the privi- 
lege to ask you to convey § that 
message to them. 

“It seems to me that this is a 
time of privilege. All our princi- 
ples, all our hearts, all our pur- 
poses, are being searched by the 
world, and it is time for the people 
of the states of this country to 
show the world in what practical 
sense they have learned the les- 
sons of democracy, that they are 
fighting for democracy because 
they believe in it, and that there 
is no application of democracy 
which they do not believe in.

“As soon as the Hellenic people were 

masters of their own destinieg they 
unconditionally performed the duty. they 
had incessantly proclaimed as theirs; they 
took sides with the nobie’ and generous 
nations that are striving tv secure for the 
world an era of justice and true freedom. 
Among those nations the United States is 
one of the most spirited in the pursuit of 
that end. Through you, as its authorized

HIGHWAY PROJECTS 
TO BE CONSIDERED 
AT MEETING TODAY 


The state Riwe commission will 
meet at the capitol Friday morning for 
the purpose of formulating its plan of 
action following official announcement 
from Washington that the highway 
rojects of the Georgia commission 
fave been approved and Georgia's first 
allotment of federal road money, 
amounting to $135,000, will be forth- 
coming. 

In order to make the money available 
it is necessary for the commission to 
put up the equivalent of the federal 
appropriation. This will be done by 
the counties through which the pro- 
posed highways for improvement pass, 
the counties already having an agree- 
ment with the commission. The mat- 
ter is now strictly up to the counties 
as to whether or not Georgia gets the 
federal road money for which she has 
been fighting for’more than two years. 
The commission expects to call upon 
the counties to live up to their prom- 
ises in the very near future. 


Interest of Georgia 
In the Union Station 
Will Be Investigated 


One of the most important matters 
which the Western and Atlantic rall- 
road commission is now seeking to have 
adjusted is that involving the question 
of whether or not the Georgia railroad 
has a real interest in the old Union 
Station building in Atlanta. That road 
does not claim interest in any of the 
ground on which the station stands, 
but does claim an interest in half of 
the building proper, which, the com- 
mission holds, would terminate when 
the building is torn down for the erec- 
tion of a new station, which it was 
intimated Thursday will be done in the 
course of a short time by the lessee. 

The commission charges, further, that 
four or more Atlanta estates are en- 
croaching on the land of the W. & A. 
road on the south side of the Union 
station, where there is in operation a 
special track serving a number of ware- 
houses. This track the Grant, Jackson, 
Brown and other estates claim belongs 
to them. The state claims its land runs 
up to and abuts the several warehouse 
buildings.

final adjustment.

THE TICK LOSING GROUND. 


On the first of next December the tick 
quarantine will be lifted from Burke county, 
thus giving the cattle growers and farmers 
of that subdivision of Georgia an opportunity 
to attain their “place in the sun,” which 
never could be reached under tick condi- 
tions. The day should be fittingly cele 
brated by the citizens of that county, be 
cause it will mark a conspicuous milestone 
on the path of progress—the completion of 
a long stride toward prosperity and the 
light! 

“That,” says F. H. Abbott, secretary of 
the Georgia Land Owners’ association— 


“will leave only Screven, Effingham and 

Chatham counties as a barrier between 

the sea and the tick-free territory of 

north Georgia, where farmers are free 

to buy and sell beef and breeding cattle 

in the markets of the world.” 

The work of eradication of the Texas 
fever cattle tick seems to be progressing in 
Georgia more rapidly and confronted with 
less opposition than ever before; which is 
all to the credit of the farmers and stock- 
men who, earlier in the campaign, mistook 
the well-meant activities of federal and 
State scientists and experts for encroach- 
ment of their personal liberties and constt- 
tutional property rights, and resented—in a 
few instances with force and dynamite— 
their invasion of tick-infested territory. 

The quickened progress that is now being 
made, however, indicates clearly that preju- 
dice is giving ground to reason; that educa- 
tion is getting in its work, and that as men 
are becoming enlightened they are falling 
into line and joining in the forward march. 

A news report says that— 

Chatham county commissioners have 
already appropriated funds to build 
dipping vats in that county, and the 
progressive farmers of Effingham 
county have joined the Georgia Land 
Owners’ association, in order to obtain 
its aid in bringing that county in line, 
while steps are being made to extend 


the work to Screven, Jenkins, Bulloch, 
Bryan and Liberty counties, 


This, according to Mr. Abbott— 


leaves only Glynn and Camden, of al} 
the eastern border counties of Georgia, 
and Il am confident from what I 
know of the progressive character 
of the members of our association in 
these counties that they will fall in 
line, even in advance of some of the 
other counties mentioned, in concerted 


effort to have dipping proceed and the 
quarantine raised, in all these counties 
at once. 


Hundreds of dipping vats, Mr. Abbott 
goes on to say, are being built in all sections 
of south Georgia by the progressive farmers, 
who realize that after the first of January 
next they cannot move their cattle to mar- 
ket nor to tick-free territory for any other 
purpose without running counter to the 
Davis-Townsend anti-tick law, enacted last 
summer. 

Furthermore, the farmers of tick-infested 
counties are beginning now to realize that 
dipping their cattle means a clear profit of 
from $10 to $20 a head, and at the same 
time it means a saving to the state of ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 worth of meat and 
milk. 

Steps are said to be under way in Glynn 
and Camden counties looking to an early 
crusade against the tick on an intensive 
scale; and if the citizens of all of the coun- 
ties still under the quarantine ban will mani- 
fest the proper spirit of progress and enter- 
prise and enlightenment, the tick will be a 
thing of the past in Georgia within the time 
limit of two years, fixed as the goal of the 
Georgia Land Owners’ association.

A WOMAN TAKES THE PULPIT. 

“There is one subject for which there has 
been watchful waiting in our family,” writes 
& woman reader, “and on which you have 
not yet touched.- I refer to the unhygienic 
condition of the various meat shops, groceries 
and bakershops. Namely, the universal 
loathsome and disgusting habit of clerks, 
moistening their fingers in their mouths in 
order to get a better grip on the paper they 
use to wrap goods. It would seem to me 
that this is one of the surest ways to trans- 
mit disease. The law should provide some 
Penalty against such uncleanly practices. 
Many a time, after having given my order, I 
have been compelled to leave the store with- 
out the goods, because some uncouth clerk 
has seen fit to smear his saliva over the 
paper. 

“I wrote to the manager of one of the 
Principal shops where we dealt, but my 
protest apparently was of no avail, for we 
found conditions continued unchanged. 

“I stepped into a large meat shop the 
other day to purchase some boiled ham for 
sandwiches. The young lady who wraps such 
parcels gave her fingers a veritable bath with 
her saliva before she wrapped up my paroel. 
One does not resent the practice so much 
when buying meat or other foods which re- 
quire cooking, outside of the mere filthiness 
of it. But when buying something to be 
eaten as it comes, it seems a rather risky 
thing. Won't you please give a vigorous 
Preachment on the subject, for if it is not 
stopped we shall be driven to living on nuts 
and bananas (the food in the sterile package) 
the rest of our lives!” 

Well, any merchant in this city, or, for 
that matter, any merchant tn this here North 
America, who can read the lady’s remarks 
and still permit his clerks to use. their 
mouths for wash basins, ought to be boy- 
cotted by all cleanly people. 

The lady said much more, equally to the 
Point. Among other things she commented 
upon the conapicuotis absence of running 
water and soap and towels in such shops 
as she has found conducted in an uncleanly 
way. This is indeed remarkable. You will 
see plate glass, white enamel, even nice white 
coats, caps and other pretty things that make 
a& noise like cleanliness in such places, but 
nary a basin and nary a tap or towel in 
sight tn the shop.

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The Belgian Balance Hangs 
On Short Thirty-Mile Front 


Washington, October 25.—(Special.)—*“Per- 
haps in no other war in modern history have 
a few miles counted for as much in the 
scales of victory as in the present contest 
in West Flanders,” says a bulletin tssued here 
today by the Bureau of Geographic Informa- 
tion of the National Geographic Soclety. “The 
distance which separates the allied 


only thirty miles. Possession of these thirty 
miles of coastline would not only wipe out 
the German submarine bases in Belgium, but 
it would also give the allies a new front upon 
which to attack in an effort to drive the 
enemy out of Belgium and northern France. 
Possession of this coast, therefore, would be 
a double victory to the allies, sorely hamper- 
ing the enemy’s submarine operations, and at 
the same time affording an opportunity to 
roll up his right flank on land. 

“Nowhere else may be found a more strik- 
ing contrast between peace and war than 
that afforded by the Belgian coast in 1913 and 
in 1917. Practically the entire coastline in 
normal times is given up to the pleasures of 
seaside cities and rest resorts. La Panne, 
Coxyde-Plage, Oost-Duinkerke, Nieuport- 


Bains, Westende, Middelkerke, Le Coq-sur-

ARE LOSING GRIP ON MEN

With the British Armies in Franc 
and Belgium, October 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The consolidation of 
the positions won by the allies in Mon- 
day’s attack was being rapidly com- 
pleted today under a bright sun which 
is mitigating somewhat the difficulties 
of the work in the morass-like ground.

‘She gives a vivid deseription,” said 
Mrs. Johnston, “of the awful destruc- 
tion in these towns, and of the condi- 
tion of the people left in them, mostly 
old peop®s and children, all trying to 
work, but practically dependent for food 
on the relief funds. ‘I saw nowhere 
any young women,’ says Miss May, ‘ex- 
cept the few who had very young Da- 
bies, and the Boches left them because 
they would only find them an impedi- 
ment.’ rm 
“Of the hospitals she writes: 
““*When we reached Noyon and Ham 
and began to visit the hospitals, I did 
not feel as helpless as I have felt ever 
since coming into the region. Here was 
something I knew about, and something 
I felt we could perhaps help. I will 
not go into details—it would only har- 
row you. The men were, of course, the 
gravely wounded; in one ward of one 
hospitaly they were all condemned. 
Nowhere did we find any pillows, no- 
where any rubber cushions, nowhere 
any back-rests. In one hospital a man 


shot in the back was half lying, half 
sitting, propped up by his overcoat. In 
another, the orderly begged an air 
cushion for a man wounded in so many 
places that he could not stand the 
weight of his own body. In the great 
tent evacuation hospital the floor was 
of trampled earth. The medecin chef 
said it had been mud when they raised 
the tents a few days ago. Here they 
asked for HMnoleum to lay beside the 
beds. Milk was impossible to find, con- 
densed milk almost as difficult to get. 
(I forgot to tell you that almost every- 
where one sees signs which condemn 
the water in the wells.) Could they 
have atieaplante, blankets, medica- 
ments? These overworked 

and nurses have no time to write to the 
various societies, and what they need 
they need at once.

The Three Companies Composed of Volunteers From the |

Completely uniformed and person- 


ally equipped, the 307th Field Signal 
battalion, whose members are among 
the likeliest looking bunch of men at 
Camp Gordon, its now settled down to 
hard work and is making fine progress 
with the preliminaries associated with 
their real work, that of supplying com- 
munication between the different or- 
ganizations of the army division at the 
camp and with the other army divi- 
sions in the field. 

The battalion is now practically com- 
plete, so far as enlisted personnel, the 
men having poured into the camp con- 
tinually for the past several days. They 
come to Camp Gordon from a number 
of northern and western states and the 
large majority of them are college men. 
Beloit college, of Beloit, Wis., has a 
particularly laree representation among 
the men.

Washington, October 25.—(Special.) 
Press dispatches from Gettysburg to- 
day that troops from that place had 
been sent to one of the Carolina camps 
for the winter because of cold weath- 
er prevailing there, is a confirmation 
of a former story sent out from Wash- 
ington that large numbers of men from 
northern camps would shortly go south.

NEW POSTAGE RATES 
TO GO INTO EFFECT 
IN JUST ONE WEEK 


With only one week of grace remain- 
ing before the increase of one-cent 
postage on all first-class matters as 
prescribed by the new war tax goes 
into effect, local postoffice authorities 
Thursday were making arrangements 
for *handling postal parcels after the 
new rates are effective, November 2. 

Every possible precaution is being 
taken in order to eliminate confusion, 
delay in delivery and to prevent the of- 
fice from being deluged with letters | 
improperly stamped. Postal authori- 
ties ur the public to remember the 
increase in rates and to see that each 
parcel] bears ‘the proper amount of 
postage. Letters termed as “drop let- 
ters” will not be affected by the new 
rates. All first-class matter mailed in 
Atlanta that can be delivered by city 
and rural carriers working out of the 
local office may be mailed under the 
old rates. This will be of particular 
interest to merchants. All first-class 
mailing matter not properly stamped 
will:-be returned to the sender if known. 
If the name of the sender is not known 
and at lest two-cents is paid on three- 
cent parcels, the parcel will be dispatch- 
ed to the addressee for the deficiency 
to be made good on delivery. 

The telegraph and telephone offices 
and theaters also will be affected by 
the new war tax. An increase of 5 
cents on every telegram sent out of At- 
lanta will be effective November 1. 
Telephone calls will be governed by 
the same rate. A one-cent tax on each 
ten-cent theater will be imposed and 
°9 cents on all $2 tickets, and so on in 
proportion.
